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FOREIGN AND INSULAR. 



AUSTRALIA. 
Influenza — Sydney. 

Influenza was reported present at the port of Sydney, Australia, 
during the period June 9 to July 10, 1920. 

DANZIG. 
Delousing — Disinfection. 

On July 7, 1920, 2,116 Polish-American troops of Haller's Army 
were embarked for the United States on the United States Army 
transport Princess Matoika. These troops were deloused and held 
in quarantine for 13 days prior to departure. Their clothing and 
effects were disinfected with steam. 

FRANCE. 
Bubonic Plague — Paris. 

Under date of August 19, 1920, bubonic plague was unofficially 
reported present in Paris, there having been 20 cases up to that 
date, scattered over a wide district of the city. The presence of 
plague there is not of the same significance or concern as it would 
be if Paris were a seaport. 

JAMAICA. 

Infectious Disease Reported Prevalent. 

On August 20, 1920, the prevalence of a disease resembling Varioloid 
was reported present in the island of Jamaica, with 300 reported 
cases. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

Influenza — Pneumonic. 

During the week ended July 26, 1920, 26 cases of pneumonic 
influenza were reported in New Zealand. 1 

POLAND. 
Smallpox — January, 1920. 2 

Smallpox was reported prevalent in Poland during the month of 
January, 1920, among the military and in the civil population on the 
eastern frontier. Of the 1,895 reported cases with 301 fatalities, 
1,052 cases with 228 fatalities were reported in the district of Minsk.

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Typhus Fever — January March, 1920. 

During the month of January, 1920, there were reported in the 
civil population of Poland, including the eastern frontier with the 
exception of the Province of Volhynia, 34,522 cases of typhus fever 
with 4,414 fatalities, of which 22,090 cases with 3,465 fatalities oc- 
curred in the Province of Galicia. In Warsaw, 512 cases with 59 
fatalities were reported. 

During the month of February, 1920, 25,494 cases of typhus fever 
with 11,117 fatalities were reported for all Poland, comprising 
Russian Poland, Galicia, and Posen, 399 of these cases with 58 
fatalities being reported for Warsaw. These figures do not cover the 
occurrence of typhus on the eastern frontier nor the morbidity and 
mortality from the disease in prison camps and in the armies of the 
interior zone and on the battle fronts. The most severe prevalence 
was reported in Galicia, with 19,638 cases with 8,481 fatalities. 

During the month of March, 1920, 27,894 cases of typhus fever 
with 4,202 fatalities were reported in Poland among the civil popu- 
lation of Eussian Poland, Galicia, and Posen. Galicia continued to 
be the great focus of outbreak and spread of the disease, with 22,017 
reported cases with 3,681 fatalities. 

Typhus Fever— Polish Armies. 

Diffusion of typhus through the Polish armies, due to the con- 
tinual movement of troops in contaminated regions, was reported 
during the month of January, 1920. The reported case mortality 
rate during that period was 7.75 per cent. During the months of 
February and March typhus was present with more or less intensity. 
During March, 1920, 5,201 cases with 160 fatalities were reported 
from the different fronts. In the hospitals of the military zones of 
the interior 508 cases, or a morbidity rate of 0.05 per cent of the effec- 
tive force, were reported. After March 15, 1920, the epidemic gave 
signs of regression, and after April 1, 1920, normal summer conditions 
appeared to be established. 

SUMATRA. 

Prevention of Malaria on Vessels — Belawan. 

General regulations and recommendations have been issued for 
the prevention of outbreaks of malaria on vessels lading and un- 
lading at Belawan, port of Medan, Island of Sumatra. These pro- 
vide for the mooring of vessels at a distance from the pier after night- 
fall to prevent, in some degree, access of mosquitoes to the vessel; 
the lodging on shore of the entire crews of vessels, with the exception 
of necessary guards on board, during the night; and prophylactic 
treatment with quinine to crews both on shore and remaining on 
vessels, administration of quinine to begin nine days after arrival, 
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1 gram being served each day to all members of crews for three 
successive days, and beginning with the 16th day after arrival, to 
be served once every three days.
